She immediately contacted I J Station Agent 

at Miami International Airport, Miami, and the airlines' 
flight controller in Sarasota and apprised them of the 
conversation. She said normally Flight 436 is a flight in a 
DC 3 which departs Miami International Airport at 12 Noon 
and has its first stop at Fort Lauderdale, Florida. On 
August 8, 1975, the airline had assigned two Cessna 8 passenger 
aircraft to replace the DC 3.
